be certain that any one of the multi-storey 
flat examples had a typical ‘ cost-pattern ’ 
until it was possible to see the individual 
example against the general pattern of a 
sufficiently representative sample. The 
University of Nottingham’s recent study 
of the economics of farm buildings’ has 
shown that even with such basic build- 
ings as cowhouses there are wide and 
unexplained variations in cost of similar 
buildings. 

There may well be some use for cost 
analyses of individual, distinctive 
buildings, but their use lies in the future, 
when the cost pattern of. ‘ Type’ build- 
ings is known. The urgent need of the 
moment is for knowledge of the buildings 
to which architects turn their blind eyes 

the practical, run-of-the-mill, down-to- 
earth, unspectacular buildings which 
form the overwhelming proportion of the 
industrial architecture that is built. 

To maintain the aim of collecting data 
about similar buildings, it will be neces 
sary to split them into their component 
parts—to examine separately production 
spaces of particular sizes and _ roof- 
shapes; typical units of office space; can- 
teens and kitchens of particular sizes; 
and so on. The costs of building ele- 
ments within each of these units of 
accommodation would then be processed 
to show (at the least) the arithmetical 
mean and the standard deviation, this 
latter parameter being a measure of the 
dispersion. To give an example: know 
ing the costs of a number of production 
spaces, each of a similar area and form, it 
might be found that the costs average 50 
shillings per square foot with a standard 
deviation of 10 

Making certain assumptions, it can 
then be predicted with a known degree 
of accuracy that two-thirds of buildings 
answering the same description will cost 
between 40s. and 60s. per sq. ft. and 95 
per cent between 30s. and 70s. per sq. 
ft. When the elemental costs have been 
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processed, it will be possible to make 
similar predictions for parts of the build- 
ings. The bigger the sample, the greater 
will be the accuracy, and with large 
samples it may be possible to introduce 
more detail. 

Possible developments would be the 
expression of separate costs for ranges of 
internal height, different forms of struc- 
tural system, and ranges of stanchion 
module. The numerical example quoted 
has been simplified to the point of exag 
geration, but it will serve to illustrate 
the method which is being advocated. 


A Basis for Estimating 

Cost information of this sort should be 
of enormous value to a designer and form 
a vastly more efficient basis for estimat- 
ing than present methods. The designer 
will still have the onus of estimating the 
additional costs of his refinements and 
extras, though there is no reason why, 
using the same methods, these could not 
be provided eventually. The suggestion 
of starting from basic models has already 
been the subject of some work by Still- 
man and Eastwick-Field, ‘4 and 
Handisyde‘5) has used the same approach 
in his examination of the costs of com- 
ponents. An important difference from 
the approach of these writers is that only 
the actual costs of construction, taken 
from the final accounts and normalised 
to a common dateline, are advocated. 
This is because it can be expected that 
the estimates of individual quantity sur- 
veyors will differ, and, due to variations, 
the original bills of quantity may not 
present an accurate picture of the 
finished building. 

There is nothing intrinsically difficult 
about obtaining the information des- 
cribed in this note; it merely requires a 
lot of work by a number of people. We 
at Liverpool have made a start by re- 
questing from architects and their quan- 
tity surveyors the data to construct 
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Cost analyses of industrial buildings showing cost as a percentage of total expenditure (18 examples taken from 


simplified analyses of certain basic forms 
of factory production space. Such 
busy times as the present are not the 
most opportune for asking the profes- 
sions to undertake additional work, but 
we hope, nevertheless, that by the time 
our project is complete sufficient infor 
mation will be obtained to demonstrate 
the usefulness of this approach. (If any 
readers are able and willing to provide us 
with cost data, we shall be very pleased to 
specify the information we need.) 

When architects discuss control 
techniques they invariably think only of 
first costs. But this is far too narrow a 
view of the subject. BRS Digest No. 109 
contained a hint that the annual costs 
of heating a factory may be more than 
half the total annual costs. Another 
publication ‘6 mentions that ‘the run- 
ning cost of a new hospital amounts 
annually to about one-third of the initial 
capital cost.’ The costs of using build- 
ings can therefore be of critical impor 
tance, but this is a matter almost entirely 
neglected by architects. In fact, it is 
remarkable how little ‘feed-back’ of in 
formation about the performance of his 
buildings ever reaches the designer. This 
is an aspect of cost analysis crying out 
to be explored.

Limits of Cost for Schools 


THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION has published 
a Circular (number 8/61, dated May 31) 
on limits of cost in educational building 
projects. It consolidates into one docu- 
ment the arrangements laid down in two 
previous Circulars and their subsequent 
addendums (numbers 4/59, dated May 26, 
1959, and 6/60, dated April 13, 1960). 
The new publication does, however, intro- 
duce further amendments in the allow- 
ances of cost places. It also describes 
methods to be used in costing remodel- 
ling and extension projects. 

The Minister hopes, says the Circu- 
lar, to recommend later this year new 
areas for schoo] kitchens; in particular, 
areas of small kitchens are likely to be 
raised. Partly with this in mind, the allow- 
ances of cost places for the smaller 
schools are being increased. These and 
other adjustments to cost places also take 
account of experience gained since 1959 
of building different types and sizes of 
schools within the limits of cost. In this 
latest document the current limits of cost 
per place and cost per sq. ft. are sum- 
marised, and an explanation is given of 
how the limits of cost for particular types 
of project are determined. 

An example of calculations under the 
new arrangements is a secondary school 
to be designed and built for an entry of 
60 pupils a year at 11 plus, with 60 pupils 
in the sixth form (360 pupils in all). The 
minimum teaching area wil! be 16,920 sq. 
ft. and the allowance of cost places will, 
to the nearest 5, be 435. If 300 pupils 


are expected to take the school meal 
(between 80 and 89 per cent) the allow- 
ance of cost places will be increased by 2 
per cent.

New Population Target for Cwmbran 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government and Minister 
for Welsh Affairs, has agreed that the 
Cwmbran Development Corporation 
should continue building the new town 
until the population reaches 45,000. 
Ultimately the town is expected to hold 
55,000 people. The target when the De- 
velopment Corporation was appointed in 
1949 was 35,000. 


Exhibition of Domestic Lighting 


AN EXHIBITION of domestic lighting is to 
be held by the British Lighting Council 
at its lighting demonstration centre in 
Lancaster-place, Strand, London, WC2, 
from June 26 to July 28. The exhibition 
will comprise three furnished rooms—a 


kitchen, a sitting-room and a bedroom— 
a room dealing with lighting for the 
elderly and another to show a choice in 
the amount of light required for various 
household activities and hobbies. The 
latest products in this field will be 
separately on view. 

During the period of the exhibition 
several conferences and lectures have 
been arranged. At a conference on June 
26 talks on ‘ Lighting Requirements and 
their Achievement,’ will be given by 
Mr. Richard Freeth, of the British Light- 
ing Council, and Mr. Eric Lyons, OBE, 
FRIBA.

S. W. Milburn, MBE, FRIBA 


THE DEATH, On holiday in Inverness-shire, 
on June 16, is reported of Mr. Stanley 
Wayman Milburn, MBE, MC, TD, 
FRIBA, senior partner of the firm of 
S. W. Milburn & Partners, of Sunderland. 
He was 73. 

Son of the late William Milburn, 
founder of the firm, S. W. Milburn quali- 
fied as ARIBA just before the 1914-18 
war during which he served with distinc- 
tion as a Major in the Royal Artillery, 
gaining the MC. Re-joining the firm in 
1919, he helped to build up a large prac- 
tice in the North-East, particularly in 
school and hospital fields. Milburn him- 
self was responsible for ten hospitals in 
the area, and the firm recently won the 
open competition for the £10m. Univer- 
sity Hospital of Wales. The firm were 
awarded in 1954 the RIBA architectural 


for the Northumberland, 
Cumberland and Durham area, and in 
1956 gained second prize in the Inter- 
national Festival of Architecture and 
Monumental Art at the Paris Salon. 


Milburn did much work for the RIBA 
of which he had been a member of 
Council and served on several commit- 
tees. From 1939 to 1946 (a period during 
which he re-joined the Royal Artillery, 
being awarded the MBE) he was President 
of the Northern Architectural Associa- 
tion.

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A Factory for Light Industry

IN A PAPER On * Design and Construction 
for Handling in a Light Industry,’ read at 
the Second International Conference of 
the Institute of Materials Handling, held 
at Southport recently, MR. E. H. FIR

Perhaps a general comment on ware 
house roof construction would not be out 
of place at this juncture. find that the 
portal type of roof gives a simple solution 
with big spans.

It was parent group policy to provide 
a ring road.

THE VIEW was expressed by a speaker at 
Standards Engineers’ Confer

‘Standards and Market Research’ and 
he made the novel suggestion that the 
British Standards Institution could per 
haps give a lead in this field by setting up 
a market research advisory committee to 
see whether market research could not in 
some way be _ utilised in_ preparing

Construction Work 
Increase of £61m. Since First Quarter of 1960 


CONTRACTORS in Great Britain, as briefly 
innounced in our last issue, carried out 
constructional work to the value of 
£56l1m. in the first quarter of 1961, 
according to provisional! figures collected 
by the Ministry of Works. This was £2m. 
higher than the output achieved in the 
fourth quarter of 1960 and £6lm. more 
than in the first quarter of last year.
